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^eP$HIS  Institution  is  located  in  Barre,  Washington  County,  Vermont, 
wit)  and  was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  during  the  session  of  1849. 

The  corporators  met  in  pursuance  to  the  requirement  of  the  charter, 
and  effected  an  organization  by  adopting  such  articles  for  the  government  of 
the  board  as  were  deemed  proper  for  the  time  being.  The  organization  was 
completed  by  electing  Hon.  Newell  Kinsman,  President,  and  Hon.  Leon¬ 
ard  Keith,  Secretary. 


The  charter  of  Barre  Academy  gave  to  fifteen  Trustees  full  oversight  and 
administration  of  all  the  affairs  intrusted  to  their  care.  In  1853,  by  an  amend¬ 
ment  of  an  act  chartering  Barre  Academy,  ten  were  added  to  the  number 
of  Trustees,  so  that  the  Board  now  consists  of  twenty-five  persons.

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All  the  Departments  of  Instruction  are  under  the  management  of  the  Prin¬ 
cipal,  who  appoints  as  many  Assistants  as  the  wants  of  the  School  demand. 
The  number  of  Teachers  in  the  several  departments  is  usually  seven. 

The  Department  of  Ornamental  Branches  has  been  taught  by  special 
Teachers. 

Instrumental  Music  and  Drawing  have  been  under  the  care  of  Teachers 
wholly  devoted  to  these  branches.  Vocal  Music  is  taught  in  classes  as  a  reg¬ 
ular  daily  exercise.  Penmanship  is  also  a  speciality,  and  an  experienced 
T eacher  gives  a  regular  course  of  lessons  each  term. 

THE  CLASSICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  this  Department  has  been  arranged  to  meet 
the  conditions  of  the  New  England  Colleges,  varying  as  the  standard  of  re¬ 
quirements  for  admission  to  these  institutions  advances. 

A  prescribed  course  of  study  has  been  established,  including  Latin  Gram¬ 
mar  and  Reader,  three  books  of  Caesar,  five  orations  of  Cicero,  five  books  of 
Afneid,  Greek  Lessons,  Greek  Grammar,  three  books  of  the  Anabasis,  two 
books  of  the  Iliad,  Algebra  through  Quadratics,  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry, 
and  Latin  Prose  Composition. 

The  honorable  rank  the  young  men  have  taken  on  entering,  and  have 
maintained,  in  the  different  Colleges  of  New  England,  proves  the  nature  of 
the  thorough  preparatory  work  done  in  Barre  Academy. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department  there  is  also  a  regular  prescribed  course  of  study,  em¬ 
bracing  all  the  English  branches  of  study  taught  in  the  public  schools  as  pre¬ 
paratory,  and  including  Algebra  through  Quadratics,  Geometry,  Trigonome¬ 
try,  Surveying  and  Navigation,  Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Astronomy,  Geology,  Intellectual  and  Moral  Sciences. 
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The  breadth  and  depth  of  mental  culture  required  in  the  courses  of  study 
prescribed  at  this  Institution  have  given  a  high  tone  of  character  to  many 
Teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Vermont. 

The  object  of  the  course  of  instruction  adopted  is  to  furnish  the  youth 
of  both  sexes  the  means  of  beginning,  and  pursuing,  as  far  as  the  student’s 
connection  with  the  school  rvill  permit,  a  sound  and  practical  education. 

In  the  Classical  and  English  departments,  Composition  and  Declamation 
constitute  a  part  of  the  regular  exercises. 

The  Academical  Year  commence^  with  the  Fall  Term,  and  it  is  very 
desirable  that  all  who  are  intending  to  pursue  at  this  school  the  prescribed 
course  of  study,  should  be  present  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  The 
time  for  finishing  either  course  of  study  will  vary  much  with  the  age  and 
proficiency  of  the  student. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  the  daily 
devotional  exercised  at  the  Academy,  and  also  a  weekly  Biblical  exercise; 
they  are  not  allowed  to  attend  public  gatherings,  or  to  leave  town  to  go  on 
excursions,  without  special  permission  from  the  Principal. 

Students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  in  study  hours  and  during  the 
evening,  unless  engaged  in  the  appropriate  exercises  at  the  Academy. 

An  account  of  general  deportment,  of  all  absences  from  the  regular  exercises 
of  the  school,  and  of  the  standing  of  each  pupil  is  kept,  and  will  be,  when 
thought  proper  by  the  Principal,  communicated  to  parents  or  guardians. 

TEECHERS’  CLASS. 

A  Teachers’  Class  will  be  organized  during  the  Spring  and  Fall  Terms,  to 
which  instruction  will  be  given  on  the  various  subjects  connected  with  School 
Teaching;  such  as  the  arrangement  and  government  of  schools,  the  best 
method  of  teaching,  etc. 
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APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  is  extensive,  and  is  freely  used  in  illustrating  the  principles 
of  Natural  philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy  and  Practical  Surveying. 
Philosophical,  Anatomical  and  Historical  Charts,  Outline  Maps  for  Geopraphy, 
and  large  Maps  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  are  also  provided. 

GEOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

The  Cabinet  now  contains  more  than  one  thousand  geological  specimens, 
embracing  a  set  of  all  the  principal  geological  formations  in  New  England, 
Northern  New  York  and  the  Canadas. 

CABINET  OF  CUKTOSITIES. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  M.  M.  Carleton,  of  Amballa,  India,  Barre 
Academy  has  been  furnished  with  a  large  variety  of  curiosities  from  India, 
illustrating  the  peculiarities  of  the  ancient  and  modern  inhabitants  of  Hin- 
dostan.  Among  these  may  be  seen  the  tools  of  the  agriculturist ;  fire  arms  ; 
silver  and  copper  (very  ancient)  coins  ;  sacred  beads  ;  articles  of  dress  and 
ornament;  specimens  of  lapidary,  and  ten  stone  idols  —  two  very  large, 
each  representing  Gaudama,  the  most  powerful  deity  of  the  Hindoo  gods ; 
also  several  specimens  of  fruit  and  wood  from  the  forests  of  India,  and  sea 
shells. 

zVIAUNIINT  MEETING. 

The  Associated  Alumni  of  Barre  Academy  will  hold  their  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  in  Academy  Hall,  on  Thursday,  June  12,  1873. 

This  Association  was  organized  at  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year  1865,  by 
the  election  of  Edward  Clark,  A.  M.,  President,  S.  F.  Gale,  A.  B.,  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary,  and  C.  H.  Cook,  Recording  Secretary.  Rev.  S.  L.  Bates 
delivered  the  first  Oration  before  the  Associated  Alumni,  July  12,  1866.  At 
the  same  meeting,  Rev.  P.  B.  Fisk  read  a  Poem,  and  Rev.  S.  F.  Gale  gave 
obituary  notices  of  the  Alumni  who  died  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting,  an  Orator  and  Poet  are  elected  by  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  next  anniversary  occasion. 

The  Orator  for  the  next  Anniversary,  June  12,  1873,  Prof.  J.  E.  Goodrich, 
of  the  U.  V.  M.  &  S.  A.  C.  Poet,  M.  B.  Carpenter,  Esq.,  of  St.  Albans. 

THE  SOCIAL  FRATERNITY 

is  a  Literary  Society  connected  with  this  Academy,  at  the  weekly  meetings  of 
which  one  of  the  teachers  presides.  The  design  is  to  furnish  an  opportunity 
for  members  of  the  School  to  improve  in  Composition  and  Extemporaneous 
Debate. 
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During  the  Anniversary  week  of  1867,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Social  Fra¬ 
ternity  was  called,  at  which  it  was  voted  to  invite  J.  B.  Angell,  President  of 
the  U.  V.  M.  &  S.  A.  C.,  to  speak  before  the  Society  at  the  next  Anniversary. 

Its  first  Anniversary  occurred  July  1,  1868,  at  which  President  Angell  spoke. 
At  the  Anniversaries  following,  President  A.  D.  Smith,  of  Dartmouth  Col¬ 
lege,  President  H.  D.  Kitchell,  of  Middlebury  College,  and  Hon.  B.  H. 
Steele,  have  favored  the  Society  with  excellent  addresses. 

The  Orator  for  June  12,  1873,  is  the  Hon.  J.  S.  Morrill,  U.  S.  Senator. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  the  classes  in  the  different  departments  are  ex¬ 
amined.  In  the  English  Department  these  examinations  occur  at  the  close 
of  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms.  At  the  close  of  the  Summer  term  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  Graduating  Class  occupies  two  and  one  half  days,  and  em¬ 
braces  the  studies  of  the  senior  year. 

The  Committee,  in  1866,  in  their  report,  say  : 

“  The  examinations  were  rigid  and  thorough.  They  were  confined  wholly 
to  the  studies  prescribed  for  the  Senior  Year  of  the  Classical  Department, 
and  were  so  conducted  as  to  bring  out  the  true  standing  of  the  pupil.  The 
members  of  the  Class  were  seated  at  separate  tables,  and  were  furnished  with 
pen  and  ink  for  the  solution  of  mathematical  problems.  No  books  were  used 
except  for  the  bare  text  of  the  classes,  and  no  communication  was  allowed  be¬ 
tween  the  members  of  the  Class. 

“  In  the  examination  it  was  made  apparent  that  the  pupils  had  not  only  been 
well  instructed,  but  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  fundamental  principles.  This 
point,  so  essential  to  good  scholarship,  was  made  especially  prominent  in  the 
class  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  in  this  respect  the  examination  was  highly  sat¬ 
isfactory. 

“  The  Rhetorical  Exercises  at  the  close  of  the  examination  were  well  sus¬ 
tained.  The  orations  of  the  young  gentlemen, 1  and  the  essays  of  the  young 
ladies,  were  very  creditable  to  all  concerned,  and  were  listened  to  by  an  highly 
appreciative  audience. 

“We  think  the  proposal  of  the  graduates  of  Barre  Academy  to  have  an 
annual  re-union,  with  appropriate  exercises,  at  the  close  of  the  Academic 
year,  will  add  much  to  the  interest  of  the  occasion.  We  have  no  doubt  that 
there  will  be  present  a  large  number  of  the  graduates  of  this  Institution,  which 
is  deservedly  held  by  them  in  grateful  remembrance.” 

The  Examining  Committee,  in  closing  their  report,  June  23,  1871,  say: 

“  We  saw  evidence  not  only  in  this  examination  that  parents  may  safely 
entrust  their  children  to  such  training  as  this  school  affords  ;  but  as  we  looked 
into  the  ample  boarding  house,  the  well  selected  volumes  of  the  library,  the 
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chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus,  and  cabinet  of  minerals  ;  as  we  thought 
of  the  natural  beauty  of  the  place,  and  its  retirement  from  many  of  the  temp¬ 
tations  which  exist  in  larger  towns  ;  and  especially  as  we  turn  to  Dr.  Spauld¬ 
ing,  the  man  who  has  been  at  the  head  of  the  school  from  its  organization, 
and  recall  his  eminent  skill  in  selecting  helpers  and  guiding  youthful  minds, 
we  cordially  commend  the  institution  to  the  continued  confidence  and  the 
generous  support  of  the  community.” 

The  following  resolutions  express  the  regards  of  the  graduates  towards 
their  Alma  Mater,  and  the  desire  for  her  success : 

“The  Classes  of  i860  and  1861,  assembled  in  social  re-union  at  Barre 
Academy,  June  23,  1870,  unanimously  adopt  the  following  resolution  : 

“ Resolved. ,  That  we  do  most  heartily  embrace  the  present  opportunity  to 
record  our  sincere  gratitude  to,  continued  respect  and  undiminished  affection 
for,  the  noble  institution  within  whose  halls  we  meet  to-day,  and  our  fervent 
prayer  for  its  continued  prosperity,  and  that  of  its  estimable  Principal,  Dr. 
Spaulding.  Nine  years  of  absence  and  experience  but  strengthen  our  con¬ 
viction  that  the  excellent  discipline,  thorough  practical  training  and  sound 
religious  principles  which  have  ever  marked  Barre  Academy,  render  it  un¬ 
surpassed  as  an  educational  institution  by  any  other  in  our  country,  and  emi¬ 
nently  worthy  the  patronage  and  support  of  all  friends  of  education.” 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Associated  Alumni  of  Barre  Academy,  held  June  23, 
1871,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted: 

“  Whereas,  Barre  Academy,  in  order  that  it  maintain  its  present  posi¬ 
tion  as  one  of  the  leading  educational  institutions  of  Vermont,  and  that  it 
may  offer  to  the  young  increased  facilities  for  obtaining  an  education,  needs 
to  be  put  upon  a  solid  financial  basis  :  Therefore, 

“  Resolved, ,  That  its  past  history  and  present  efficiency  entitle  it  to  the  favor¬ 
able  consideration  of  any  persons  who  may  desire  to  have  maintained  in  Ver¬ 
mont  a  school  of  the  first  order,  and  who  have  the  means  to  strengthen  any 
such  institution  by  the  endowments  required  to  make  it  the  peer  of  the  first 
Classical  and  English  institutions  of  New  England.

IS  A.  SIS. 

The  charter  of  Barre  Academy  was  granted  in  1849.  But  nothing  was 
done  to  carry  out  its  designs,  other  than  to  fill  the  Board  of  Trust,  till  early 
in  the  year  1851.  Then,  an  effort  having  been  proposed,  the  Trustees,  after 
mature  deliberation,  put  forth,  in  a  subscription  paper,  the  following : 

BASIS. 

“By  a  vote  of  the  Trustees,  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  subscribers 
shall  be  as  follows :  Each  subscriber  shall  have  one  vote  for  every  twenty- 
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five  dollars  he  shall  subscribe,  in  appointing  the  following  committees, 
namely,  a  committee  to  locate  the  Academy,  a  committee  to  purchase 
the  necessary  grounds,  to  contract  for  and  superintend  the  erection  of 
the  Academy,  to  purchase  the  apparatus  and  all  needful  appurtenances.  Also, 
they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  committee,  equal  to  the  Prudential  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Trustees,  to  confer  with  said  committee  in  making  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  Laws  of  the  Academy,  and  in  procuring  teachers  to  put  it  in 
operation.  The  subscriptions  are  not  binding  unless  $4000  are  subscribed.” 

As  this  Basis  was  the  fundamental  idea  in  the  origin  of  Barre  Academy, 
and  by  which  it  still  abides,  it  should  be  well  understood  in  order  to  a  right 
apprehension  of  the  subsequent  history. 

When  the  charter  was  obtained,  in  1S49,  n0  funds  had  been  provided,  and 
nothing  had  been  done  or  projected  towards  establishing  an  Academy.  The 
Board  of  Trust,  fifteen  in  number,  had  been  filled  nearly  equally  from  the 
three  denominations  in  town.  Before  the  trustees  had  been  called  together, 
in  1851,  there  had  been  much  thought  and  deliberation  respecting  an  Academy, 
and  considerable  money  had  been  pledged,  upon  the  condition  that  the  do¬ 
nors  should  have  an  effectual  voice,  expressed  in  some  clear  and  sure  mode, 
in  deciding  as  to  the  abiding  character  of  the  Institution  to  be  erected. 

In  preparing  this  Basis  no  attempt  was  made  to  'effect  a  compact  of  union 
and  co-operation  between  the  three  religious  denominations.  But  the  design 
was  to  give  to  each  subscriber,  without  reference  to  sect,  and,  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  he  should  subscribe,  a  controlling  voice,  expressed  by  a  mode 
prescribed  in  the  Basis,  not  only  as  to  the  incipient  parts  of  the  enterprise, 
but,  also,  as  to  the  abiding  character  of  the  Institution  his  money  should  assist 
to  erect. 

The  terms  were  explicit,  and,  placed  in  the  subscription  paper  itself,  each 
could  see  what  obligations  he  incurred  and  what  powers  he  secured  by  sub¬ 
scribing  it.  All  could  easily  understand  that  any  one  denomination,  desirous  of 
so  doing,  could  enter  upon  it  with  a  subscription  so  large,  that,  while  they 
should  liberally  endow  the  Institution,  they  would,  at  the  same  time,  place 
themselves  forever  in  the  ascendancy  of  its  control. 

Barre  Academy  was  not  projected  on  a  Basis  of  an  agreed  union  of  sev¬ 
eral  religious  denominations. 

This  Basis  was  issued  for  subscription,  February,  1851.  As  it  was,  vir¬ 
tually,  an  offer  to  each  denomination  to  supply  the  money,  and  so  assume  the 
control  of  the  proposed  Institution,  it  was  deemed  proper  to  appoint  one 
from  each  of  the  denominations  to  carry  the  Basis  to  his  own  people. 
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The  result  of  this  effort  proved  that  about  three-fourths,  at  least,  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  sum,  was  subscribed  by  men  belonging  to  the  Congregationalists  in  this 
town. 

The  building  was  commenced  in  May,  1852,  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  subscribers,  and  finished  in  the  following  August. 

The  Principal,  Mr.  Spaulding,  was  engaged  by  the  Prudential  Committee 
of  the  Trustees  in  conference  with  the  Committee  of  the  subscribers,  exactly 
as  the  Basis  prescribes. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

It  has  ever  been  the  object  of  the  institution  to  maintain  a  healthful  moral 
influence,  and  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  claims  of  a  vital 
religion. 

The  Academy  has  always  been  under  the  control  of  those  who  are  Congrega¬ 
tionalists  ;  still  no  discrimination  has  ever  been  made  in  regard  to  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  institution,  nor  is  it  known  that  any  student  of  another  denomi¬ 
nation  has  complained  of  any  interference  with  his  religious  belief. 

On  the  Sabbath  a  regular  attendance  at  public  worship  is  required,  at  such 
places  as  students  may  choose. 

G OYE KN MENT 

Is  designed  to  be  parental,  and  yet  decisive ;  admonition,  suspension  and 
expulsion,  are  deemed  penalties  sufficiently  severe  for  a  school  where  pupils 
are  generally  past  the  age  during  which  a  resort  to  corporal  punishment  is 
at  least  sometimes  necessary. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Principal  to  inculcate  a  love  for  propriety  and  a  consci- 
encious  regard  for  a  gentlemanly  and  ladylike  deportment. 

Barrf  Academy  is  a  school  for  both  sexes  ;  and  the  proportion  of  gentle¬ 
men  to  ladies  is  nearly  equal. 

Ladies  enter  the  classes  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  continue  through  the 
whole  course  preparatory  to  entering  college.  They  take  and  maintain  an 
honorable  rank  for  scholarship  in  their  classes.  The  reflex  influence  of  the 
sexes  exerted  in  the  classes  is  evidently  healthful  in  its  nature,  and  by  such 
culture  “  Our  sons  may  be  as  plants  grown  up  in  their  youth,  and  our  daugh¬ 
ters  may  be  as  corner-stones,  polished  after  the  similitude  of  a  palace.” 
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CONDITION  A  A’  I  >  PROSPECT. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Institution  has  there  been  so  large  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  students  in  the  classical  department  as  now.  The  good  order 
and  moral  deportment  of  its  pupils  are  a  guarantee  for  a  prosperous  future. 

In  the  full  vigor  of  its  manhood,  conscious  of  the  sympathy  of  its  friends, 
and  of  the  general  satisfaction  of  more  than  ten  thousand,  in  the  aggregate,  of 
its  pupils,  Barre  Academy  is  now  entering  its  21st  year. 

Were  Barre  Academy  in  the  same  condition  as  many  schools  in  Vermont, 
without  either  a  commodious  school-building,  or  a  large  and  well  arranged 
boarding-house,  or  apparatus,  or  library,  or  a  cabinet  of  geological  specimens, 
the  Trustees  would  feel  delicate  in  making  their  intentions  known,  and  ap¬ 
pealing  to  the  generosity  of  their  fellow-citizens  to  assist  in  placing  Barre 
Academy  on  a  permanent  financial  basis,  and  thereby  endow  an  institution 
affording  for  their  sons  and  daughters  all  the  advantages  of  a  first-class 
Academy. 

Barre  Academy  possesses  a  property  valued  from  $ 20,000  to  $25,000. 

To  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Trustees,  Barre  Academy  needs  a  fund  of 
at  least  $50,000 : 

1st.  To  pay  the  salaries  of  three  first-class  Teachers  ;  one  in  each  of  the 
following  departments,  viz:  Normal,  Scientific,  and  Classical. 

2d.  To  meet,  in  part,  the  expenses  of  those  young  men  who  cannot,  with¬ 
out  assistance,  enter  the  gospel  ministry.

To  the  Trustees  of  Barre  Academy : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee,  appointed  to  attend  the  public  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  pupils  in  the  Academy  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  Term  (May  5th, 
1863),  would  submit  the  following  report : 

While  we  deem  it  hardly  necessary  to  make  an  extended  report  to  you  of 
the  examinations  in  an  Academy  so  well  established  in  the  confidence  of  the 
public,  we  are  yet  pleased  to  express  our  opinions  of  the  general  character  of 
the  school,  as  evinced  by  the  examinations  we  attended. 

In  the  first  place,  we  are  pleased  to  express  our  entire  confidence  in  the 
general  management  of  the  school.  No  school  can  appear  well  on  examina- 
ination  day  when  discipline  has  previously  been  lax  and  ineffectual.  Nor,  on 
the  other  hand,  when  the  appearance  of  a  school  at  its  close  is  not  satisfactory 
can  the  spectator  be  easily  persuaded  that  the  government  during  the  term 
has  been  what  it  should  be.  But  from  what  we  observed  of  the  bearing  of  the 
pupils  towards  each  other,  and  towards  their  teachers,  we  feel  confident,  not 
only  that  discipline  has  been  effectual,  but  that  its  methods  have  been 
excellent,  and  that  a  most  wholesome,  moral  influence  has  pervaded  the 
school. 

In  the  second  place,  the  Committee,  judging  from  the  manner  in  which  the 
examinations  were  conducted,  are  confident  that  the  method  of  instruction 
arrived  at  by  the  teachers  is  correct.  They  have  evidently  been  laborious 
and  patient  with  their  classes,  and  eminently  thorough  in  their  method  of  in¬ 
struction.  They  have  sought  to  develop  independent  thought  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils,  and  to  enable  them  to  grasp  the  underlying  principles  in  the  vari- 
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ous  subjects  they  have  pursued.  Nor  would  the  Committee  overlook  the 
fact  as  unimportant,  that  the  teachers,  and  especially  the  Principal,  have  at¬ 
tained  a  rare  success  in  the  art  of  illustrating  principles. 

Thirdly,  the  results  aimed  at  by  the  teachers  seem  to  have  been  realized  in 
a  good  degree.  The  actual  attainments  of  the  scholars  in  their  various  studies, 
were  very  satisfactory.  There  were  partial  failures  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
pupils ;  but  this,  instead  of  detracting  from  the  merit  of  the  examination, 
rather  shows  that  it  was  a  genuine  one,  and  a  fair  index  of  the  actual  attain¬ 
ments  of  the  scholars.  The  classes  in  the  Languages,  though  small,  appeared 
remarkably  well.  They  translated  with  facility,  and  were  quite  accurate  in 
giving  etymologies  and  construing  sentences.  They  had  evidently  studied 
well  and  been  thoroughly  drilled.  But  hardly  less  satisfactory  were  the  exam¬ 
inations  in  the  Mathematics.  These  classes  were  composed  largely  of  young 
ladies,  and  the  examination  showed  that  they  are  fully  able  to  equal  the  other 
sex,  not  only  in  Arithmetic  and  Algebra,  blit  in  Geometry  and  Trigonometry. 
The  Committee  would  also  refer  to  the  class  in  Singing  with  great  pleasure. 
The  instruction  in  this  department  was  excellent,  and  the  pupils  sang  their 
pieces  with  admirable  effect.  We  refer  to  this  class  with  the  more  pleasure, 
as  we  fear  the  importance  of  this  subject  is  too  often  underrated  in  our  Acade¬ 
mies,  both  in  itself  considered  and  in  reference  to  its  general  influence  upon 
a  school. 

The  rhetorical  exercises  also,  on  the  closing  evening  of  the  term,  were  very 
creditable  to  those  who  were  engaged  in  them.  The  original  pieces  by  the 
young  men  were  earnest  in  thought  and  well  written  ;  the  elocution,  with  few 
exceptions,  was  excellent.  But  in  this  department  also  the  young  ladies  car¬ 
ried  off  a  full  share  of  honors.  Their,  essays  were  for  the  most  part  very 
thoughtful,  written  with  care,  and  what  is  equally  rare,  if  not  equally  difficult, 
were  read  so  well  as  to  be  distinctly  heard  by  all  of  a  large  audience. 

Without  particularizing  to  any  greater  extent,  the  Committee  would  remark 
in  conclusion,  that  they  cheerfully  recommend  the  school  to  the  continued  con¬ 
fidence  of  the  trustees,  and  to  the  patronage  of  the  public.

To  the  Trustees  of  Bar  re  Academy : 

Having  attended  the  examinations  of  Barre  Academy,  at  the  close  ofthe 
Summer  Term,  and  of  the  School  year  just  past,  we  present  the  following 
Report  of  the  results  of  our  observations  : 

Only  the  graduating,  class  passed  under  our  inspection.  This  class  num¬ 
bered  nine — six  young  gentlemen  and  three  young  ladies.  Two  and  a  half 
days  were  devoted  to  their  examination  in  six  studies,  viz.:  Two  subjects  each 
in  Latin,  Greek  and  Mathematics.  The  abundance  of  time  rendered  it  feasi¬ 
ble  to  make  the  examination  thorough ;  and  this  it  was  in  an  unusual  degree. 
Each  of  the  pupils  was  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  and  cross-examina¬ 
tion  for  from  a  quarter  to  a  half  hour  in  each  subject,  and  the  vulnerable  points 
in  his  testimony  were  rather  unmercifully  explored  by  the  critical  questioning 
of  the  Instructors,  to  say  nothing  of  the  interpellations  of  the  Committee. 

The  examination  was  also  no  less  impartial  and  honest  than  it  was  thorough. 
It  evidently  gave  us  the  opportunity  of  judging  accurately  of  the  fidelity  both 
of  teachers  and  scholars  during  the  year.  And  we  take  pleasure  in  saying 
that  the  examination  thus  conducted  indicated  thorough  instruction  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers,  and  a  good  degree  of  interest  and  application  on  the 
part  of  the  young  men  and  women  who  were  about  to  receive  their  well-earned 
diplomas. 

The  Rhetorical  Exercises  of  the  Graduating  Class  were  worthy  of  much 
praise,  exhibiting  care  and  thought  in  preparation,  and  good  taste  and  credit¬ 
able  elocution  in  delivery.  This  feature  of  the  annual  examination  awakens  a 
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very  general  interest  in  pupils,  and  in  all  friendly  to  the  school,  and  is  very 
pleasant  and  attractive. 

The  friendly  and  cordial  relations  between  the  teachers  and  pupils  were 
noticeable  and  highly  praiseworthy.  This  was  especially  marked  in  the  case 
of  those  belonging  to  the  immediate  household  of  the  Principal,  who  with 
his  excellent  wife,  seemed  to  take  parental  interest  in  all  the  members  of  their 
family. 

The  Committee  feel  inclined  to  add,  that  under  the  management  of  so  enthu¬ 
siastic  and  judicious  a  teacher  as  Mr.  Spaulding,  efficiently  assisted  by  Miss 
Felt  and  Miss  Perkins,  Barre  Academy  deserves,  and  we  sincerely  trust 
will  receive,  not  only  a  continuation  of  the  liberal  patronage  it  has  hitherto 
enjoyed,  but  also  a  material  enlargement  of  its  resources,  and  greater  facilities 
for  doing  the  good  work  which  its  Trustees  and  friends  are  so  earnestly  striv¬ 
ing  to  accomplish.
